What then hath a man'to/ do that hath Courage 
enough to be honeſt, but to apply his Underſtanding 
wo of Miniſtration of thoſe Laws. juſtly to' both: 
Wherein I may ſay, that the Caſes will be rare that 
will be difficult in themſelves. They may be made fo 
from ſiniſter Cauſes ; when men thinking to ſerve a 
Turn, or like Pilate, to pleaſe the People, deliver up 
that which is right to be crucified. Thea they arc fan 
ro rack: their Fancies to make good their Faules. This 


makes ſuch nice Diſtin&tions, and ſuch ſtrained Con- | 


ſtructions, till, they leave nothing plain'in the world. 
Whereas in truth, the Duty we 'awe to the King and 
his People, is hke the Duty we owe to God, nor hatd 
to underſtand, whatever it is to praftice. - 

- This Court, my Lord, *tis true, is properly a Court 
of Meum and Tunm, where Prerogative and I iberty 
are {cldom Plaintiffs or Defendants. But yet 'tis cer- 
tain, that even in private Cauſes, matter of Govern- 


' -ment many times intervenes, and the Publick is con- 
cerned by Conſcquence. And therefore I think it fair, 


and like oy honeſty and plainnels, ſomething to 
unveil one's {elf in that particular, that men may know 
before-hand what they may expe. And herein I do 
dechre, I would no mare wrong or leſſen the People's 
Liberties, than I would ___ up my Son. But then 
I will no more der m the King's Prerogative, 

than I would win an, m1 wb | " 
 MyLord, In times when FaQtion is ſo bold as to be 
bare-fac'd ; and falſe and ſeditious News is openly 
talk'd, and greedily embrac'd ; when the King's rea- 
ſonable Demands are diſputed, and turned into Ca- 
vils, and thoſe that oppoſe 'em talke confidently ; and 
thoſe that ſhould maintain*em ſpeak fearfully and ten- 
derly ; when the Reverence we owe to the King is 
paid 
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paid tothe People ; the Government-is beſet, the King 
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i5in danger, and there is nothing wanting TE Sgpas. 
tunit 

Bur when to prevent that opportunity, men are 
afraid, and hold it dangerons to avoid the danger ; 
when we dare not call a Crime by its right name;' and 
for ſome, tind tone; and a Miſchief muſt be effected, 
before we will think it one : When dangerous At- 
tempts are minc'd, and by ſome trivial difference Trea- 
ſon-1s diſtinguiſh 'd into Treſpaſs ; when men are for- 
ward and venturous enough in what thwarts the Go- 
vernment, but in ſupporting it ſeem grave and cautious, 
nice and rimerous, and fo fil'd with Prudentials, till 
they are as wiſe as fear can make 'em; The Lawis 
enervated,. and becomes ulcleſs to its greateſt end, 


which is, the-preſervation of the whole. 


'Tisrrue, in Publick Cauſes, the ſame Integrity is ne- 


ceſlary as in Private; But that is but part 'of a 
Judge's Dury. He muſt be Magnanimous as well as 


Virtuous. And I acknowledge it t6 be a main and 

cipal part of my duty, as it relates to the King and 
op People, with hearty reſolution to ſuppreſs all open 
Force, and private Confederacies; ' not thinking any 
thing little that attempts the: Publick Safety ; for when 
the Motives are ſmall,the Danger is greater; when Diſ- 
contents exceed their Cauſes. 

And for the diſcharge of my Duty betwixt Party 
and Party, it is impoſſible to be performed without 
thoſe two Cardinal Virtues, [ Temper ] and | Cleanneſs 
of Hands | Temper compre Patience, Humility, 
and Candor. It {cems ro me that ſaying, Be quick to
